Her Father Refuses to Attend 
Catholic Marriage, as Pro- 
test to Cardinal. 





&pecini Cable From Paris Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, April 28.—Miss Muriel White, 


daughter of Ambassador White, was 
married today to Count Hermann 
Scherr-Thoss of Prussia by the Mayor 
of the EFighth Arrondissement, in which 
the Ambassador resides. 

This civil ceremony which alone con- 
siitutes a legal marriage in Franc~, 
\vas performed at noon by Roger Allon, 
the Mayor, in person. Miss White wore 
a simple gown of blue voile and a large 
black hat. 

Ambassador White and Wm. H. Buck- 


ler, secretary of the American Legation 


at Madrid, acted as witnesses for the 
bride, while Count Sherr-Thoss and 
Prince Von Radolin, the German Am- 
bassador to France, did the same for the 
bridegroom. 

The others present were Mrs. White, 
Count and Countess Montsaulin, W. K. 
Vanderh¥t, Mr. and Mrs. Rutherford 
Stuyvesant, Mr. and Mrs. Winthrop 
Rutherford, Miss Buckler, Jack White 
and the members of the American Em- 
bassy. . 

At the conclusion of the civil cere- 
mony the party returned fn automobiles 
to the American Embassy, where lunch- 
eon was served. 

The cereniony consisted of a recitation 
of the laws of the French republic de- 
fining the obligations of husband and 
wife, and the subscription of the cou- 
ple thereto. 

The Mayor then delivered a brief ad- 
dress in which he expressed his good 
wishes for the pair, and referred to the 
distinguished career of the bride's 
father and the ties uniting France and 
the United States. 

Gifts on Displicy. 

The wedding presents, which 
cyme from America, Germany, 
and Italy, were displayed at 
bassy this afternoon. 

The religious ceremony will be per- 
formed tomorrow at St. Joseph's Cath- 
ollie Church, and the Ambassador will 
Miss White's family de- 
sired to have a Protestant as well as a 
Catholic service, and the bridegroom's 
family were in sympathy with this 
plan, since the Whites are Protestants 

But Cardinal Koll, Bishop of Breslau, 
would not consent to this. As a protest 
against the Cardinal's decision, the Am- 
bassador decided not to attend the Cath- 
olic ceremony.

“T feel it is only just to the Americans 
in Paris that the marriage ceremony 
of the daughter of their official repre- 
sentative should be conducted in the 
American church,’’ Ambassador White 
said, In explaining why he refused 
attend the Catholic service. 

“Tf this was a matter of doctrine 1 
should not protest, but as it is a mere 
matter of discipline I feel that the re- 
quest I have made to have a ceremony 
in a Protestant church, as well as in 
a Catholic church, should bave been 
granted. There are many precedents 
for such action. 


Proved He Is Not Bigoted. 

“ft have repeatedly shown my friend 
ship and respect for the Catholte 
church. I entertained four cardinals 
when I was Ambassador at Rome, be- 
ing the only Ambassador accredited to 
the Quirinal to so entertain. Only re- 
cently I had the pleasure of entertain- 
ing Archbishop Ireland here. 

“I very much wanted to have a cere- 
mony performed in the American churci 
on Avenue de l'Alma, which I attend 
reguiariy and which is recognized as 
the church of the American colony In

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 28.—A sup- 
plementary decision in the 2-cent fare 
and freight-rate cases, involving the 18 
railroad operating in Mis- 
souri, was the Federal Court 
here today by Judge Smith McPherson 
of Red Oak, Io.

Needs of Labor.

Logansport (Ind.) Patrolman 
Slays One Before Dying 
in Duel on Bridge. 








LOGANSPORT, Ind., April 28.—A pa- 


trolman, Joseph Kroeger, and a pick- 


pocket, whose name is unknown to the 


police, were killed in a duel with re- 


volvers late last night. A second pick- 


pocket, Charles Pierce of Scranton, Pa., 


Was captured this morning by police- 
men chasing him on.a handcar, six miles 
north of this city, and is charged with 
having fired the shot that killed the 
policemen. 

After a night performance of a circus, 
the thugs raided the crowd with re- 
volvers in their hands. Two of the 
crooks established a_ station on the 
Third street bridge. They not only 
robbed the passersby, but they forced 
their victims to line up against the rail! 
to see their successors despoiled. 

Patrolman Kroeger charged upon then 
and one of the thugs shot him. The po- 
liceman fell, but was able to draw his 
revolver and reply. One of the men 
went down. The other fled. The po- 
liceman, carried into a_ restaurant, 
moaned, “I’m dying. Call my wife and 
baby.” He lived only a few minutes. 

The pickpocket died this morning In 
St. Joseph's Hospital. Priests and 
nurses tried in vain to get a statement 
of his identity from him. As he was 
dving a priest bent over him with a last 
appeal. Summoning all hts strength, 
the man shouted: 


“You go to hell."" He fel! back dead.

Declares He Smelled Whisky 
on Defendant’s Breath Just 
Before Killing. 








TELLS OF GLOOMY TALK 





Witness Admits He Detected 
No Sign of Intoxication 
Except Odor. 





Edwin Gloor, vice-president of the 
Commonwealth Feed Mil’s Co., the first 
Witness at the trial of Herman 4A. 
Kretschmar for the killing of Clarence 
’N. Jones, president of the company, 
| Feb. 2 last, testified in Judge Shields’ 
court Wednesday that he smelled 
whisky on Kretschmar's breath a few 
minutes before the shooting. 

The State resisted efforts to show 
that this indicated Kretschmaer was not 
reeponsible for his subsequent action in 
killing his former business partner. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Newton, after 
a long wrangle, put Gloor on record as 
saying that, aside from the odor of 
whisky, he saw no indications that 
Kretschmar was under the influence of 
liquor. 

Gloor told how he met 
near the company’s office. 

“He told me,” testified Gloor, ‘‘that 
Jones -had declared he wanted to get 
hold of all of the stock of the company 
so he could leave’ it to his son. 

. “Said Jones Frosze Him Out.” 

“He said that Jones had frozen him 
ott of the company, and he warned me 
that I also would be frozen owt. In 
support of this he showed me two let- 
ters which Jones had written to the 
Bastern agent of the company. He 
seemed to think that these letters re- 
flected on him. 

“T didn’t see it that way. I told him 
that I thought the letters were merely 
intended to spur the agent on to get 
more business for the company. He did 
not make any threats against Jones in 
his conversation with me.” 

Formet Gov. Charles P. Johnson stren- 
tvwusly objected to the introduction of 
Gioor’s testimony. “ 

“They are trying to show that 
client went to Jones’ office with blood 
iit’ Ris eye,” he said.

Resignation Was Demanded. 

In January there was an election of 
officers and Kretschmar’s resignation 
as secretury was demanded. Kretsch- 
Mar, the prosecutor said, was ousted, 
the stock he held never having been 
patd for.

Wireless Plan Suggested. 

“There have been a number of sug- 
gestions for schemes to transmit mes- 
sages to Mars, which, however, I con- 
sider unpractical. One is to put up 
big electric lights. Another is the send- 
ing of wireless messages. The latter. 
at the present stage of our knowledge 
of wireless telegraphy, is Clearly out 
of the question. 

“But the signaling by means of mir- 
rors which I have outlined is practical 
—the only practical means, I think. My 
feeling is that if there is anybody in- 
terested enough in the solution of the 
probiém of Martians to spend $10,000,000, 
my scheme is the only practical one on 
which he can spend the money. 

“A spot should be chosen having plen- 
ty of sunlight, in order to make the 
signals as clear as possible. The nex: 
step would be to erect a telescope at 
the point chosen, with which to watch 
for answering signals. 

“The question of atmosphere is the 
most important of all.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 28.—Abdul 
Hamid, @eposed Suitan of Turkey, left 
the capital at 3a. m. today for Salonikl, 
in European Turkey, 45 miles west of 
this city. He is accompanied by.11 worm- 
en of his harem. He bowed to Kismet, 
or fate, without protest, and requested 
only that his wives be not taken from 
him. 

He was conveyed wuletly, under cover 
of “darkness, from the Imperial Palace 
at Yildiz to the railroad ‘station in 
Stamboul. Shortly after he was in- 
stalled on board, the train pulled out 
for the West. The run is a 24-hour one. 

When Abdul Hamid reaches Saloniki 
he probably will have to stand trial 
on the charges of inciting mutiny and 
murder. 

A sentence of execution is not proba- 
ble, but he probably will be imprisoned. 
His property, acquired illegally, will be 
confiscated by the state. 

The reign of Abdul Hamid II ended 
yesterday with his deposition and the 
accession of his brother, Mehemmed- 
Reschad Effendi, as Mehmed V., a var- 
lation of Mahomet, it being considered 
inappropriate to assume _ the _ precise 
name of the prophet. 

Sheik’s Decree Made Public. 

The Fetwa, or official decision of the 
Sheik-Ul-Isiam, authorizing the deposi- 
tion of Abdul Hamid, has been made 
public. It embraces the questions put by 
parliament to the Sheik-Ul-Islam, and 
his answer thereto.

Prison Now His Palace. 

The ceremonies connected with the 
transfer of the power were simple. The 
newly chosen ruler came from hig pal- 
ace in Galata through streets lined 
with troops and cheering thousands,

He then proceeded to the Parliament 
and later went, as head of the Empire, 
to the Dolmabagtsche Palace, where for 
80 many years he had practically been a 
prisoner. 

Martial law was relaxed last night and 
the people gave themselves over to 
celebrating the victory of the Young 
Turks party and the end of Abdul 
Hamid’s reign. “Many buildings were 
illuminated, and thousands of rounds 
were fired by the soldiers for joy. Gen- 
eral good humor prevailed. 

The question of the new cabinet has 
not yet been settled, but it is thought 
that Ahmed Riza will be Grand Vizier, 
while some of his associates will prob- 
ably be Hilma Pasha, the former Pre- 
mier, as Minister of the Interior; Djayid 
Bey as Minister of Finance, and Rifaat 
Pasha as Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

The Sheik-ul-Islam, supported by all 
the principal persOnages of the higher 
church administration, issued the Fetva, 
as the decree of deposition is called. It 
informed Mehemmed Reschad Effendi 
that he was chosen Sultan by the will 
of the church, the will of the Parlia- 
ment, the will of the army and the will 
of the people. It admonished him to 
serve God and keep the sacred law as 
communicated by the prophet. This 
Reschad humbly promised to do,

Car Thrown From Railroad 
Track, Almost Tearing H. 
W. Hoblitzelle in Two. 








IS WEDDING WAS NEAR 





Was Rescued From Drowning 
at Lake Resort Several 
Summers Ago. 





The body of Henry Whitmore Hoblit- 
zelle of 4071 Washington boulevard, who 
was instantly killed late Tuesday after- 
noon, one mile south of Plattin, on the 
tracks of the Missouri River & Bonne 
Terre Railroad, when the automobile 
in which he was riding struck a dog, 
was brought to St. Louis Wednesday 
for burial. 

The automobile turned over, pinioning 
those in it to the ground, killing Hob- 
litzelle and injuring his companions, R. 
R. 8. Parsons, superintendent of the 
St. Joseph Lead Co.; Homer Fauquier, 
trainmaster of the road: F. H. Dearing, 
cashier of the Farmers’ and Miners’ 
Trust Co., and Oliver Edwards. 

The automobile, an ordinary runabout 
car, was running along the tracks on 
special wheels made for the purpose, 
bearing the party to Bonne Terre, where 
young Hoblitzelle was inspector for the 
St. Joseph Lead Co. They were running 
at a rapid rate to keep out of the way 
of a freight train that was following, 
when a small dog dashed out of the 
weeds at the side of the track directly 
n front of the machine and was struck. 


Body Tern Almost Asunder. 
When the car alighted, upside down, 


Kdwards, the chauffeur, who was un- 
injured, although he was thrown fur- 
ther than the others, hurried back and 
found the body of Hoblitzelle lying on 
‘the track, his body torn almost asunder 
it the waist. 

Parsons was found insensible under 
the car, badly hurt, and is believed to 
have been injured internally. Fauquier, 
cithough his shoulder was broken and 
he was otherwise badly hurt, started 
‘own the track to flag the approach- 
ing train, but fell and the engineer, see- 
ing him lying on the rails, stopped his 
irain and brought him to the scene of 
the accident. The body of Hoblitzelle 
and the injured men were taken to Bon- 
ne Terre. 

Hoblitzelle, who was 24 years old, was 
to have been married in the fall to Miss 
Winifred McCoy, a teacher of domestic 
science in the Bonne Terre High School. 
Their engagement was announced about 
a month ago.

He was about 
to shoot when a woman walked be- 
tween them and the negro gained on 
the policeman. Young kept up the chase 
and at Vandeventer avenue and Morgan 
street Clark was captured.

The company’s demurrer, which was 
sustained originally by Judge Taylor and 
subsequenily ordered stricken from the 
record by his successor, Judge Grimm, 
set forth that the State had failed to 
show a substantial cause of action. | 

Confirming this contention, Judge Tay- 
lor said, among other things, that tne 
mere consolidation of the lighting com- 
panies was not a violation of the Mis- 
souri anti-trust laws. In vacating the 
Taylor order Judge Grimm ruled that 
no demurrer could be entertained in a 
quo warranto proceeding.

TAX ON INCOMES 


Raises Question as to Whether 
Amending Constitution 1s 
Not Necessary.

Taft Will Accept Only Down- 
ward Revision of Tariff 
Schedules. 





WASHINGTON, April 28.—Uncertainty 
as to the precise method by which the 
imposition of an income tax can best 
be accomplished may prevent the addi- 
tion of either the Bailey or Cummins 
amendment to the pending tariff bill. 
Senator Aldrich has devised a scheme 
to draw away strength from the in- 
come tax forces. It is as to whether 
an income tax can be made imperative 
by legislation, especially in view of 
the Supreme Court decision, or by 
amending the Constitution to permit 
the levying of such a tax. His plan 
has taken root and already some of 
those who strongly favor this means of 
raising revenue believe the Constitu- 
tion must first be changed. 

The first real indication of a possible 
split among the income taxers came 
when Senator Brown of Nebraska of- 
fered a resolution providing for a con- 
stitutional amendment making the lay- 
ing of an income tax lawful, giving no- 
tice that he would speak on that sub- 
ject, This is-held to mean that Brown 
will not support an income tax proposi- 
tion except on the basis of amending the 
Constitution. 

Senator Burkett, also of Nebraska, is 
\credited with entertaining the same 
views. He asked Bailey a number of 
questions, all leading to the impression 
that he considered the question of an in- 
come tax imposed by legislation being 
unconstitutional as definitely settled. 

Opinions Differ. 

Senator Aldrich, after carefully 
counting noses, declares that not more 
than 12 Republicans will vote for any 
income tax amendment. These, with 31 
Democrats, would make but 43, or three 
short of sufficient to adopt an amend- 
ment. Senator Cummins and his associ- 
ates say the income tax amendment 
will receive fifteen or sixteen Republican 
votes. Fifteen, with 31 Democrats, would 
be enough. 

It can be stated duthoritatively that 
only a revision downward of the tariff 
schedules will be accented by President 
Taft as a real revision of the Dingley 
law, within the meaning of the Repub- 
lican platform as he understands it. 
His idea of a proper bill is an agree- 
ment in conference on ali the reduc- 
tions made in both the House and 
Senate bills. He has made this belief 
known to not only the so-called insur- 
gents in the Senate, such as Senators 
Nelson and Cummins, but to Senator 
Aldrich and his followers. 

But President Taft will, not having 
made his position clear, insist upon it 
in messages to Congress, interviews, 
statements from the White, House, or 
other fulminations. 

Using Personal Suasion. 

He is using, and will. use, all personal 
suasion that is possible in talking with 
members of Cengress, when his advice 
ig asked, but the present President is 
firm in his determination to keep in 
mind that the executive is but one of 
the three co-ordinate branches of gov- 
ernment. He will not attempt te coerce 
Congress. 

But {ff the tariff bill, submitted to 
him for signature, is not a real, thor- 
ough revision downward of all sched- 
ules possible and en appreciable re- 
vision downward on the whole, it will 
be vetoed.

Promoter’s Attorneys Ask Permis- 
sion to Reduce Damages Sought 
From $100,000 to $4,400. 

The libel suit of the People’s United 


States Bank, promoted by Edward G. 
Lewis, against Russell P. Goodwin, As- 





sistant Attorney-General of the United 
States for the Postoffice Department, 
and Robert M. Fulton, former Chief 
Postoffice Inspector in St. Louis, was 
thrown out of court by Circuit Judge 
Willlams Wednesday on motion of the 
defendants to prevent the taking of 
testimony, On the ground that no cause 
of action had been shown. 

Following Judge Williams’ decision 
attorneys for Lewis asked for permis- 





sion to amend the petition and reduce 


the amount of damages seught from 
$100,000 to $4400. This was done so that 
an appeal could be taken to the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals. 

The suit is the outgrowth of the revo- 
cation of the second-class mail privi- 
lege of the Woman’s Farm Journal and 
the denial of the second-class privilege 
to the Woman’s Magazine, both owned 
by Lewis. After these privileges were 
denied to the publications, Lewis wrote 
a letter to the Postoeffice Department,

OUR USELESS NAVY. 

For two weeks Asiatic Turkey has been the 
scene of wholesale massacres. The victims num- 
ber tens of thousands. At least two American 
missionaries have been murdered. Yet after two 
weeks not a single American warship of any sort 
has reached the theater of trouble. 

It is barely two months since the battleship 


‘fleet returned home from its cruise around the 


world. It presented a magnificent spectacle at 
Hampton Roads, which Mr. Roosevelt thoroughly 
enjoyed. Today, every one of these 16 battleships 
is tied up in the navy yards, undergoing re- 
pairs or out of commission. Others that were 
not thought fit to make the trip around the world 
are keeping them company here. 

Out of the 25 first-class battleships of the navy 
only four are apparently in condition for sea 
gervice and they have been at Guantanamo along 
with a squadron of armored cruisers. 

Not one battleship or cruiser or gunboat, ex- 
cepting the yacht Scorpion, which is still at 
Naples helpless to move, was nearer than two 
weeks’ sail of Adana when the massacres began. 
Not one warship carrying the American flag ex- 
cept the Scorpion, a converted yacht of 775 tons, 
was to be found in the whole extent of the Med- 
iterranean or anywhere in European waters.

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MILK AND TUBERCULOSIS. 

In an address before the St. Louis School of 
Philanthropy, State Veterinarian D. F. Luckey 
said that milk from cows afflicted with tubercu- 
losis forms part of the supply of every Missouri 
city of over 5000 population. If that statement is 
true—and it seems to have been made deliberate- 
ly—a million and a half persons in this State are 
daily menaced. : 

No more eloquent comment upon the woful 
failure of Missouri and the cities of Missouri to 
discharge the duty of safeguarding theives and 
health of the people can be imagined. Aside from 
the dangers of tuberculosis, an impure milk sup- 
ply is one of the greatest threats against the pub- 
lic health. And the greatest pity is that remedies 
of demonstrated effectiveness are easily applied. 

Not only is diseased milk a danger, but milk 
poisoned by preservatives is common, and milk 
unpoisoned by formaldehyde, but so old that de- 
compgsition has produced toxins, is probably dis- 
tributed, Infant mortality is great or small ac- 
cording to the purity of the milk supply. Private 
enterprise of humanitarian impulse is working 
preventively in St. Louis, but earnest efforts 
to secure competent inspection by health officials 
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devoted all her time for weeks to keep the wife and 
husband apart, and {fs still at it. The husband loves 
his wife devotedly, and his wife loves him, but they 
are kept separated through the elderly widow re- 
ferred to. I have been told that she has separated

The East St. Louls City Council for- 
mally annexed the village Monday 
night. All that is new left to do is fer 
the County Beard of Supervisors to 
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detach Edgemont from Centerville Sta- 
tion Township and add it to East St. 
Louis. 

Belleville now joins East St. Louis at 
the Bluffs. This makes the Belleville 
turnpike within continuous municipali- 
ties for 16 miles, and will result in a 
10-cent street car fare from East St.

NEW YORK, April 28.—‘“I'm out of 
politics forever. If they gave me the 
whole world they couldn't drag me 
back. I know some people won't be- 
lieve it, but I can’t help that. I'll be 
back in November, just after election, 
and am going to spend six months 
here and in Palm Beach, but I'll never 
touch politics again.”

No provision is made in the ordinance 
for a police “bread squad,”’ nor are po- 
licemen required to qualify as bread ex-, 
perts® The provisions of the ordinance 
must be printed and posted conspicu- 
ously in the bakeries, so that the pur- 
chasers can read them. 

William Van Pelt, a clerk in the Reg- 
ister’s office, discovered the ordinance 
while running through the records to 
see whether there is any law to regu- 
late the manufacture and sale of bread. 
The city authorities have not decided 
whether the old ordinance will be en- 
forced. 

It was enforced for a time, and some 
of the bakers recorded their trade- 
marks, but the law seems to have been 
overlooked and forgotten.
